Last Tuesday’s explosion at the 
Centralia mine, which took the 
lives of 111 miners, may have been 
caused by blasting in workings 
choked with coal dust and inflam- 
mabl gases. The exact cause of 
the explosion is one of the points 
which is to be determined by the 
four groups thus far named td in- 
vestigate the disaster. 

Robert M. Medill, director of the 
Illinois State Department of Mines 
and Minerals, had said, however, 
that blasting ‘well could have 
caused the explosion.” On March 
20, five days before the. explosion, 
a federal inspector found that 
“shots were fired at the end of the 


mine.” The .explos 
near the end of a shift. je 
Seven Mines Visited. 

er and 
five other mines selected at ran- 
dom Franklin and Williamson 
counties, reading in each case the 
re po ot mine inspections posted 
on dulletin boards outside the 
minefs’ wash houses. 

At Bell & Zoller Mine No..1 at 
Zeigier, United States inspector 
H. C. Brumbaugh found during an 
inspection carried out from last 
Feb. 20 to Feb. 27 that “primed ex- 
plosives were found on the floor 
near a working face. A workman 
said explosives were in thir loca- 
tion for about two days.” 

Last Feb: 19 State Inspector 
James R. Wilson foynd three cap 
boxes stored near blasting powder 
at the same mine, and Cardox 
shells not stored in shell racks. 
In addition, advanced workings 
in one section of the mine were 
not being rock dusted, Wilson dis- 
covered. Rock dust should be 
spread on mine floors in order to 
hold down coal dust. 

Inadequate Rock Dusting. 

Brumbaugh also cited inade- 
quate rock dusting, and reported 
that timbering was not adequate 
in three of the underground rooms. 

At Bell & Zoller Mine No. 2 at 
Ziegler, Wilson discovered last 
Feb, 12 that “there are not any 
Cardox shell racks in some sec- 
tions of the mine, and the Cardox 
shells are scattered through the 
mine.” Otherwise, he found the 
workings in good condition. 

The latest report by Brumbaugh 
posted on the board was dated 
la.t July 16, It listed about 15 vio- 
lations of mine safety regulations, 
including rock dusting, storage of 
Cardox shells, timbering, unsafe 
electrical connections, and inade- 
quate safety precautions on ma- 
chines and equipment. 


In addition, he said that elec- 
trical power was not always cut 
off at equipment near mine faces 
before explosives were taken to 
the faces or exploded. 

A constantly recurring refrain 
of improper rock dusting was 
found in the reports posted at the 
other mines the reporter visited.

Medill to close the Centralia 
Coal Co. Mine No. 5, where 
111 men lost their lives last 
week, predicting a dust ex- 
plosion that would ‘“sweep 
from one end of the mine to 
the other. 

„Well just have to take 
that chance, Medill was 
quoted by Scanlan as replying. 

Asked why Medill refused 
to close the mine to prevent 
the greatest mine disaster in 
the nation in 19 years Scanlan 
said, ‘‘It probably was due to 
favoritism to the coal opera- 
tor.“ Medill, he said, was 


known as an operators 
man. 


Medill was more interested 
in collecting political cam. 
paign contributions from mine 
owners than he was in enforc- 


ing mine safety rules, Scanlan 
said. 


Medill was quoted by Scan- 
lan as telling the mine inspec- 
tors that Gov. Dwight H. 


Green of Illinois was ‘‘satis. 
fied’’ with the collection ef. 
forts, and that ‘‘the money is 
rolling in. 

Mine inspectors, as the Post- 
Dispatch revealed March 19, were 
used to solicit from mine opera- 
tors funds for the Republican 
mayoral campaign in Chicago. De- 
tails of that collection effort were 
revealed by Scanlan today. 

In Chicago the Post-Dispatch 
learned that Medill solicited 
funds from the large coal oper- 
ators himself, at the express or- 
der of Gov, Green. The Gover 
nor, it was reported, called in 
his department heads and gave 
them instructions for collecting 
political campaign funds, 

Medill was reported to have 
visited the nine large coal firms 
with headquarters in Chicago, 
Each firm, it was reported, was 
expected to give $1000, 

“I considered this nothing more 
than asking for a bribe or en- 
tortion,” Scanlan declared with 
heat. He said he had refused 
to participate in the political 
collection. 

“I refused to play politics with 
the lives of the coal miners,” he 
asserted. 

For this, and for his efforts te 
enforce safety regulations Scan- 
lan said he was berated by Me- 
dill for being “too honest,” and 
he felt his job was in danger. 

“If we inspectors were on a 
real civil service,” Scanlan de- 
clared, “I'd have closed that 
mine half a dozen times. Or put 
it this way—the first time I 
would have kept it closed. 
They'd have known I meant 
business.” 

“Who, in your oponion, is re- 
sponsible for the death of these 
miners?” Scanlan was asked. 

“The operators of the mine,” 
he replied, “and the State Min- 
ing Board, including Director 
Medill and his assistant, Robert 
Weir.” (The Mining Board is un- 
der the Department of Mines; 
Medill is a member of the board, 
but is director of the depart- 
ment, and Weir is his assistant.)

CENTRALIA, III., March 31— 
The tragedy and pathos of the 
Centralia mine horror reached a 
climax today, when the farewell 


notes, written by a group of 14 or 


15 of the trapped miners to their 
families were made public by the 
mine management and delivered 
to the men’s wives. 

In the extreme southwestern 
workings of Mine No. 5, three 
and one-half miles from the shaft, 
the men had time and conscious- 
ness which was not granted to 
those overtaken nearer to the 
source of the poisonous fumes, 
They used the time in writing 
the farewell messages, which 
they knew to be such. Nearly all 
the notes were simple expressions 
of love for wife and children, and 
poignant evidences of anxiety for 
their future. | 

The notes, found in the shirt or 
trousers pockets of the writers, 
were examined by the _ investi- 
gators and the mine authorities, 
and were delivered to the families 
for whom they were intended. 

Reconstructing the scene in the

west—it appears that the men

Scanlan quoted Medill as stating 
he had told the Chicago newspa- 
pers he “hadn't heard a thing 
about the campaign collections 
himself, but would call in hig in- 
spectors and ask them about it.” 
There was a good deal of laugh- 
ter among che inspectors at this, 
Scanlan said. 

Medill also told the inspectors, 
Scanlan maid, that he “had some

March 14, 1945, he said, “I be- 
came so Agitated over conditions 
in the Centralia Coal Co. Mine No. 
5 that I made a special trip to 
Belleville to see Medill, there at- 
tending a safety meeting.

“Medill said one of the firms 
which contrfbuted,” Scanlan con- 
tinued, “was the Peabody Coal

The 1945 report on the Peabody 
Coal Co. Mine No. 18 at West 
Frankfort, Ill, in the Springfield 
office of the Department of Mines 
and Minerals, shows that four men 
were killed there in mine accl- 
dents. During the same year, 69 
men were injured in the mine. R. 
M. McPhail] is superintendent of 
the mine; H. C. Harris is local 
mine manager and James R. Mitch- 
ell is state inspector for the dis 
trict. 

The Post-Dispatch revealed 
March 19 that Louis F. Lumaghi 
Jr. of St. Louis, who operates a 
mine near Collinsville, had been 
solicited for political funds by an 
Illinois mine inspector, R. R. Schi- 
ber. Lumaghi refused to con- 
2 Writing Medill a sharp pro- 
est. 

The St. Louis coal operator point- 
ed out in a letter to Medill that 
“the state mine inspectors in IIII- 
nois are entrusted with the duty 
of enforcing the mining laws to 
protect the lives of the men who 
work in the mines. .* Under these 
circ tances we do not consider 
it per for them to solicit con- 
tributions from companies whose 
mines they inspect... .” 

Inspectors Got Small Firms 

While Medill made political 
fund collections from the large 
mine owners, Scanlan said the in- 
spectors were to solicit the small, 
independent companies 

“My first reaction,” he said 
“was to quit. However, I hap- 
pened to w that Gov. Green 
was out of the state and it was 
possible he might not know what 
was going on, so I figured on stay- 
ing to see what happened.” 

Later, however, Medill reported 
to the inspectors that he had dis- 
cussed the matter with Mark 
Saunders, one of Gov. Green's 
aids. It was then, Scanian said, 
that Medill reported that Gov. 
Green was satisfied.

Scanlan said he doubted if 
Medill ever discovered that the 
Centralia Coal Co. mine had been 
ordered closed three days a week 
tor three or four weeks. 

Asked what Medill said when 
Scanian urged him to close the 
Centralia mine, Scanlan said: 

“He said he would take it up 
with Mr. Young (W. P. Young, 
vice president of Centralia Coal 
Co., president of the associated 
Bell & Zoller Mining Co.) 

“Mr. Young promised he would 
clean the mine up ‘in the near 
future,’ but they did nos clean 
it up.” 

‘Just Too Damned Honest.’ 

All the years he served under 
Medill, Scanlan: said he was in 
trouble with Medill from time to 
time. He told me several times 
that I had a lo: of ability and 
could go places in the coal indus- 
try, but I was ‘just too damned 
honest'.“ 

Scanlan also said: “Medill called 
me to his office in Springfield 
March 13, 1946. I'm satisfied it 
‘was his intention to fire me. After 
giving me quite a lecture, he told 
me he wanted me to cut down the 
size of my reports. 

“He said that ‘those damned 
hunks’ at the Centralia mine 
wouldn’t know the conditions of 
the mine ifI (Scanlan) didn’t bring 
them to their attention. When I 
left he told me: ‘I think you un- 
derstand: now what kind of re- 
ports I want to come in here 

When rescue operations were in 
progress last week at the mine, 
Scanlan said he had started crews 
working on eight-hour shifts. 

“Then Medill came in and or- 
dered shifts cut to five hours,” he 
said. This meant that there was 
a lot of time lost between shifts. 
More time was lost because Medill. 
and his men from Springfield kept 
arguing with the rescue crews 
about conditions in the mine. Me- 
dill didn’t know anything about it. 

“He was lost, half the time,

Scanlan said he wanted to talk 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter about 
Medill's record as head of the de- 
partment while the rescue work 
was in progress.

He said, however, that none prob- 
ably eould have been saved alive, 
expressing the opinion that “those 
men died between 6 p.m. and 7 
p.m, Tuesday.” The explosion oc- 
curred just before 3:30 p.m., 
Tuesday, 

“It was a dust explosion, all 
right,” Scanlan said. 

“I’m sure of that. However, we 
were not able to locate the source 
of the ignition of the dust.” 

nlan, blaming the disaster it- 
self on “politics” and public indif- 
ference, declared that rescue work 
further was hampered by “two 
representatives of Mr. Krug” (Sec- 
retary of the Interior Krug, under 
whose department the mines are 
operating). One of these repre- 
sentatives, he said, was Jones— 
whom Scanlan also had said con- 
tributed to Gov. Green’s political 
fund. 

The two men from Krug’s of- 
fice, Scanian said, were involved 
with Medill in the attempt to turn 
on the power machinery in the 
mine during rescue work. When 
Scanian objected and the rescue 
workers refused to go into the 
mine if power machinery were 
used tests were made of the air 
in the mine and an explosive mix- 
ture was found to be present, 
which he said might have been 
ignited by sparks from the ma- 
chines, All of this, he said, caused 
a delay of three or four hours. 

Scanian, 43 years old, son of a 
mine foreman and a man whose 
mine expérience began at the age 
of 16, has been a state mine in- 
spector since 1941. He made his 
statement to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter while resting at his modest 
frame cottage near the water- 
works at Nashville, III., where he 
lives on a salary. of $3300 a year.

BOMBAY, March 31 (UP)—Of- 
ficial accounts of bloody rioti 
between Hindus and Moslems sai 
today that 99 persons had been 
killed and 543 wounded in Bomba 
and Calcutta, India’s two bi 
cities with a combimed population 
of 3,500,000. 

Two more persons were killed 
and seven wounded here today, 
increasing the Bombay toll since 
the initial flareup festerday to 42 
dead and 144 injured. In Calcutta, 
where street fighting began 
Wednesday, the casualties stood 
at 57 dead and 399 wounded, A 
weeklong curfew from 7 p.m. to 
7 a.m, was imposed on the tense

A signed statement that she 
shot her father, made to Deputy 
Sheriff Harry Newbold, was ex- 
cluded from evidence because her 
attorneys were not present when 
she dictated and signed it. 

Dr. Barnes, a witness for the 
defense, told the jury that Mary, 
while mentally sound, suffered 
from frustration and an inferior- 
ity complex.

RADIO SYSTEM FOR 
POLICE AWARDED 


Installing Job by Chicago 
Firm to Be Done in 60 
Days Cost $83,169. 


Contract for erecting and in- 
stalling a frequency modulation 
radio system for the St. Louis Po- 


lice Department has been award- 
ed and the installing job is to be 
completed in 60 days, it was an- 
nounced this morning by H. Sam 
Priest, president of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, . : 

The new FM equipment, which 
will entirely replace the present 
standard amplitude modulation 
police radio, will be installed at 
a total cost of $83,169, Priest said. 
Contracting firm is the Galvin 
Manufacturing Co. of Chicago. 

Priest said the system will in- 
clude receivers for 213 scout cars 
and mobile transmitters for 50 
two-way communications ma- 
chines, 
tion. During the change-over pe- 
riod, the FM station on the sev- 
enth floor of Police Headquarters 
will progressively take over the 
function of the regular radio sta- 
tion office on the sixth floor. 
Maintenance and police radio per- 
sonnel will do the installing. 
Priest said. 

Inauguration of the new system 
will end a listening pleasure for 
St. Louisans and thereby prevent 
considerable traffic congestion at 
the scene of fires, technicians 
pointed out, The Federal Com- 
munications Commission, which 


recently ordered all metropolitan 


police radio systems to go on FM 
operation, is expected to assign 


an ultra-high broadcasting range 


beyond the reach of home FM 
receivers,

76 IN PLUMBING INDUSTRY 
FREED OF ANTI-TRUST CHARGES 


CLEVELAND, March 31 (AP)— 
United States District Judge Rob- 
ert N. Wilkin today upheld mo- 
tions for acquittal of all 76 de- 
fendants in the plumbing industry 
charged with conspiring to violate 
the anti-trust laws. 

The indictments, returned March 
26, 1940, were the first covering a 
single industry on a nation-wide 
basis and the first to name unions 
jointly with industry.

“All Europe needs coal and is 
depending on increasing quantities 
for real recovery. We must all 
recognize that German coal must 
be equitably apportioned among 
the needs of Germany itself. It 
is suggested that the deficit in 
the German balance of trade 
which the United States and Brit- 
ain are making good could be 
avoided. This could only be ac- 
complished immediately, which is 
the Soviet proposal, by reducing 
imports. Since the bulk of Ger- 
man imports are foodstuffs this 
action would imevitably reduce 
German per capita consumption of 
about 1100 calories a day, which 
is inadequate over any consider- 
able period of time to sustain life. 
Does the Soviet government make 
this proposal seriously? 

“Even at the present time the 
ration standard in Germany in- 
oludes only 1550 calories per day, 
or 1000 calories below the rate set 
in the level of industry agreement 
of March 26, 1946.... 

“The United States is opposed 
to policies which will continue 
Germany as a congested slum or 
an economic poorhouse in the 
center of Europe. At the same 
time we recognize Germany must 
pay reparations to countries who 
suffered from its aggression. 
Within these limits we want Ger- 
many to use its own resources of 
skilled manpower, energy, and in- 
dustrial capacity to rebuild the 
network of trade on which Euro- 
pean prosperity depends... . 

“At a later stage of the agenda 
the United States will put forward 
again its proposal for a four-pow- 
er guarantee of security. And in 
connection with its views on in- 
creasing the productivity of Eu- 
rope it will later indicate how it 
believes the agricultural resources 
of the part of Germany placed 
under Polish administration at 
Potsdam can be more .effectively 
developed and used to meet the 
needs of Europe for food. 

“At this time, however, and on 
this subject, the United States 
delegation stands for economic 
unity, a common plan to balance 
exports and imports at a liveable 
standard in Germany, an increase 
in the level-of-industry plan to 
bring the German productive plant 
more into line with the require- 
ments of Europe, and, with this, 
quick completion of reparations so 
as not to enmesh the powers who 
deserve reparations in continuous 
controversies among themselves 
and with Germany. 

Warns Against Partition. 

“Of all these points in the 
United States proposals, primary 
emphasis is attached to the treat- 
ment of Germany as an economic 
unit, which was agreed at Pots- 
dam, Our representatives in Ber- 
din have been trying for 20 months 
to get that agreement implemented. 
The United States is still trying. 
It desires the treatment of Ger- 
many as an economic unit because 
it does not wish to see Germany 
partitioned. If Germany is divided, 
each half will require strengthen-

| Lewis Action ‘Challenges 
Government and Defies 
Its Courts and Laws,’ 
Spokesman Asserts. 


CHARLESTON, V Va. March 
31 (AP)—The secretary of the 
Southern Coal Producers Associa- 
tion yesterday labeled John L. 
Lewis's order for a six-day mine 
shutdown a “strike” and said it 
was a “peculiar method of paying 
respect to the dead.” 

Walter Thurmond of Charles- 
ton said in a statement that 
Lewis, in suspending mining as 
a memorial to the Centralia (III.) 
explosion victims, “is only at- 
tempting to show the country his 
complete and unbridled control 


over the actions and lives of the 
400,000 members of his union.” 


“He challenges the Government 
and defies its courts and laws,” 
Thurmond said. “Lewis was fore- 
stalled by the courts in his at- 
tempted strike as of April 1, and 
this ostensible mourning period is 
only a method of bringing to pass 
by subterfuge what he could not 
accomplish by direct action.” 

Lewis, ‘in informing the miners 
of the mourning holiday, called 
their attention to a provision in 
the old contract with the opera- 
tors that the union “may designate 
memorial periods provided it 
shall give proper notice to each 
district.” The agreement with the 
Government carries over all con- 
tract provisions not superseded 
by new terms. 


Standing on that provision, 
union officers in Washington had 
mo comment last night on Thur- 
mond's statement. 

As miners prepared to imple- 
ment Lewis's order by not report- 
ing for shifts which ordinarily 
would go underground late to- 
might or early tomorrow, Thur- 
mond asked: 

“Why did he (Lewis) not take 
gome affirmative and constructive 
action which would not only have 
brought tangible relief to the de- 
pendents and stricken ones, but 
would have been a memorial to 
him and his union?

13,000 MINERS 


U.S. Is Not Expected to 
Act Against Lewis for 
Ordering 6-Day Mourn- 
ing Stoppage. 


WASHINGTON, Merch 31 (AP) 
About 13,000 West Virginia soft 
coal miners have jumped the gun 
on the six-day mourning period 
ordered by John L. Lewis to be- 
gin at midnight tonight, the Solid 
Fuels Administration reported to- 


day. 
Incomplete. reports this after- 
noon from other bituminous min- 
ing areas indicated that produc- 
tion was normal or nearly normal, 
the SFA said. No steps had been 
taken by the Government to in- 


tervene in the walkout of the 
400,000 soft coal miners called by 
Lewis in memory of the 111 vice 
tims of the Centralia (III.) dis- 
aster. 

While the mines are idle, Lewis 
told reporters in announcing his 
action, “there will be no men die; 
at least they will be safe while 
they’re mourning.” 

Lewis insisted that his contract 
with the Government, which 
carried over provisions from pre- 
ceding agreements with the bitum- 
inous operators, authorized such 
memorial holidays. 

Court Action Doubtful. 

But even if any legal question 
arose in the minds of federal of- 
ficials, it appeared doubtful that 
they planned any immediate repe- 
tition of the court fight last fall 
which resulted in contempt fines 
for Lewis and the United Mine 
Workers. 

Lewis is due to pay that fine 
Thursday in United States District 
Judge T. Alan Goldsborough’s 
court. If the jurist decides that 
the Holy Week idle period ordered 
by Lewis does not alter his com- 
pliance with the Supreme Court’s 
order in the contempt case, the 
UMW will get back $2,800,000 of 
its $3,500,000 fine. The Supreme 
Court said a penalty of $700,000 
against the union would be ade- 
quate for ignoring Goldsborough’s 
restraining order last Nov. 21 and 
closing the mines. Lewis's per- 
sonal fine of $10,000 was allowed 
to remain.

Saturday seldom yields more 
than 50 per cent of normal daily 
output. 

Secretary of the Interior Krug, 
head of the Coal Mines Adminis- 
tration whose ouster Lewis has 
demanded, declined to discuss 
Lewis's attack on him. 

Lewis said Federal Bureau of 
Mines statistics showed that of 
$345 federal inspections of mines 
in 1946, only two mines were 
found “complying completely” 
with the regulations. 

An official of the Coal Mines 
Administration said, however, the 
safety record since May 29, 1946, 
when the Government took over 
the mines, has shown “steady im- 
provément.” He said fatalities 
have déclined to an average of 72 
a month since May 29, as com- 
pared with an average of 93 a 
month before then. 

Tonight’s shutdown coincides 
with the end of the truce period 
Lewis fixed in calling off the De- 
cember strike.

Adm. Halsey Addresses Students 


On Responsibility of Education

Fleet Adm. William F. Halsey 
Jr. today appealed to the students 
of Washington University to use 


the education they are receiving 
to discharge their responsibilities 
to their fellowmen all over the 
world, 

Speaking to several thousand 
students who took advantage of 
suspended classes to assemble on 
the main quadrangle, Adm, Halsey 
said this nation has both achieved 
greatness and had greatness thrust 
upon it: “The smaller nations of 
the world look to us for guidance 
and we must accept that responsi- 
bility if the world it to be a worth- 
while place in which to live,” 
he said. 

“During and since the war, tre- 
mendous strides have been made 
in death-dealing missiles,” he con- 
tinued. “God only knows what 
may come in another conflict.” 
He pointed out the atomic bomb 
was safe as long as it remained in 
our hands or in the hands of 
some trustworthy agency and, he 
said, he favored the latter pos- 
sibility. 

“We are free and we're going 
to stay free,” he said. “We will 


fight if we have to, in order to 


stay free, although we don’t like 
war. For that reason any little 
conflagration anywhere in the 
world is very much our business. 
We have got to put out such a fire 
to prevent its spreading through- 
out the world.”

TRUMAN DELETES 
KILIAN’S NAME FROM 


PROMOTION LIST 


WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
—President Truman today deleted 
the name of Lt. Col. James A. 
Kilian, former commander of the 
Lichfield replacement depot, from 
an Army promotion list. Kilian's 
name was included originally in a 
list of 683 lieutenant colonels sub- 
mitted to the White House by 
the War Department for promo- 
tion to full colonel, 

Kilian was convicted by court- 
martial of permitting “cruel” pun- 
ishment of enlisted men detained 
at Lichfield, England, during the 
war. The sentence was handed 
down Aug. 29, 1946, and the case 
is now pending on appeal. Kilian 
was sentenced to be reprimanded 
and to pay a fine of $500. 

The Senate previously held up 
action on a promotion list because 
Kilian’s name was included. Pres- 
idential Secretary Charles G. Ross 
explained that under the present 
laws the War Department was re- 
quired to submit the names of 
officers eligible for promotion by 
reason of seniority.

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EXTENDING RENT 
CONTROLS BACKED 
BY SENATE GROUP 


Committee Approves Bill 


for 5-Man Area Boards, 
Rejects 10 Per Cent 
General Rise. 


WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
— Legislation continuing rent con- 
trols to March 1, 1948, without a 
blanket increase in rents was ap- 
proved unanimously today by the 
Renate Ranking Committee. 


The bill provides for: 

I. Establishment of five-man 
local advisory boards in each 
rental area with authority to 
recommend decontrol or rent in- 
creases on an area basis, 

2. Transfer of the rent pro- 
gram from OPA to Housing Ex- 
pediter Frank Creedon. Unless 
reversed by Creedon, recommen- 
dations submitted by local 
boards would go into effect au- 
tomatically after 30 days. 

3. Decontrol of new housing, 
dwellings rented for the first 
time, houses renting for more 
than $225 a month, and hotels 
and motor courts. 

4. Authority for individual 
states to set up their own rent 
control programs as soon as ade- 
quate action had been taken by 
state legislatures. z 

5 Evictions on “nuisance 
grounds under state or local 
law, rather than OPA regula- 
jons. 

(The United Press said the Ad- 
ministration was reported to have 
given a green light to the bill.

DRAFT ACT AND MOST RATION 
POWERS WILL END TONIGHT 


WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
—President Truman loses at mid- 
night the biggest single grant. of 
power handed over to the White 
House in the war—the unlimited 
authority to ration and parcel out 
scare materials. 

Congress, however, was stamp- 
ing its final approval today on 
two measures salvaging a vestige 
of the Second War Powers Act. 
The bulk of that measure dies at 
midnight, along with the six-and- 
one-half-year-old draft law. 

The Senate today completed ac- 
tion on compromise legislation 
continuing sugar allocation and 
price control until next Oct. 31. 


The measure now goes to the 
White House. The House earlier 
had approved the measure. 

The bill stipulates that each per- 
son shall have a ration of at least 
20 pounds of sugar in the next 
seven months. This is at the rate 
of a 35-pound yearly ration, or 10 
pounds more than last year's ra- 
tion. Under the compromise, the

On signing the bills the Presi- 
dent will abandon his authority to 
place any other materials under 
priorities, rationing or allocation, 
even in the event of a new na- 
tional crisis arising from strikes, 
disasters or a revived threat of 
war, 


Control over rubber, uranium 
ore, housing materials, exports and 
construction—all formerly deperid- 
ent on the Second War Powers 
Act—already have been preserved. 


Other programs, all adminis- 
tered by the Civil Production Ad- 
ministration, will die at midnight. 
They include: . 

Inventory controls, which pro- 
hibit the hoarding and withholding 
of such things as washing ma- 
chines and other scarce consumer 


resins; the export quotas imposed 
on the manufacture of automo- 
biles; textile regulations; and a 
few other minor orders which are 
all that remain of the 700 indus- 
trial controls invoked in the war. 


Truman signed legislation today 
setting up the Office of Selective 
Service Records and nominated 
Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, who 
has been director of Selective 
to head the new agency. The of- 
fice will handle the bookkeeping 
job of liquidating the wartime 
draft system. It will have no 
authority to draft selective service 
registrants because the draft law 
expires tonight at midnight, 


44,000,000 draft records and pre-

During its heyday the: selective 
service channeled 10,022,367 men 
into the armed services, 


There have been no draft calls 
since October, and President Tru- 
man recommended that the act be 
allowed to die on schedule. 

The end of the draft finds the 
Army with 1,161,000 men. Of this 
total, 117,000 are “noneffectives,” 
men being demobilized or ill. Be- 
ginning July 1, the average 
strength will be 1,070,000, com- 
pared with the 8,300,000 peak 
figure of the war.

_ Eddy Gilmore in the same issue of 
the Post-Dispatch informs us that Gen. 
Marshall's lecture on democracy to the 
Filssians has sent them to their encyclo- 
pedia, where democracy is defined in 776 
words. Sham research! The Russian who 
used the 776 words on democracy knew 
very well that he was a slave, a favored 
slave, and that with each sentence he 
had to turn and see if he had his mas- 
ters approving eye. 

You had the same insincerity in im- 
perial Rome under the absolute Caesars, 
where the people continued to talk of 
freedom and liberty long after these had 
become empty phrases, with a Roman 
senate that trembled lest it offend the 
lord of the state, and elections all sub- 
ject to the caprice of the prince. 

Thus, to take but one out of thousands

Tomorrow's Elections 


The City Aldermanic Election, One of the 
dullest aldermanic races on record is concluded 
today, with the Democrats making capital of the 
city’s financial plight. They charge the Repub- 
lican city administration with extravagance and 
they promise sweeping economies. The Demo- 
crats go so far as to say, if they are elected, no 
new taxes will be voted. 

Insofar as the Democratic charges have spurred 
the Republican administration to re-examine its 
expenditures, well and good, But the factors 
which have caused the city’s fiscal difficulties 
would have operated under any administration, 


no matter what its politics. And no matter what 


the complexion of the Board of Aldermen, or 
how carefully economies are put into effect, new 
sources of revenue are going to have to be 
tapped. Campaign oratory to the contrary is 
just so much buncombe. , 

The School Board. We hope this is the last 
time voters will be faced with the perplexing 


task of choosing members of the St. Louis Board 


of Education in this way. For years, the board’s 
record has been bad, and the voters are still in- 
dignant over the deception that was practiced 
upon them by the board in the recent election. 
In that election, the board asked for money it 
did not need. The request was disapproved. A 
very promising solution for the School Board 


mess is to push for enactment of the Colombo- 


Murphy bill to make membership on the board 
appointive by the Mayor, subject to approval of 
the voters, on a basis similar to the non-partisan 
court plan. 

Daylight Saving. The movement to repeal day- 
light saving had its origin largely in the moving 
picture interests because their business is hurt 
by it. These interests have the right to seek re- 
peal of the law, but the issue far transcends any- 
one’s private pocketbook. A host of organiza- 


. tions has indorsed daylight saving as a weapon 


against juvenile delinquericy and as a measure 
that ministers to the health and recreational en- 
joyment of the community. We recommend 
that daylight saving be retained. To do so, vote 
“No” on the ballot. To vote “No” is to vote 
against repeal. Therefore, to vote “No” is to 
vote FOR daylight saving. 

The County Library Issue. In St. Louis Coun- 
ty, a major issue is whether to continue the coun- 
ty library system, which voters approved over- 
whelmingly last year. The issue has been put 
on the ballot again through opposition from a 
few taxpayers. They contend that the library 
tax of 10 cents on $100 assessed valuation is ex- 
cessive. The American Library Association says 
this levy is only enough to meet minimum library 
requirements, Cities which already have libra- 
ries will not have to pay the tax. 

The county library is supplying all kinds of 
reading material and information to 57,000 stu- 
dents in 175 public and parochial schools, It is 
sending bookmobiles into sparsely populated 
areas of the county which lack ready access to 
good books. We strongly urge retention of the 
library tax. 

As a sample of the opposition to the county 
library, the City of Ladue is asking its voters to 
accept a tax of 1 cent per $100 to establish a 
Ladue library. This would yield only $1600 a 
year, an absurdly small sum. Ladue’s motive is 
to free its voters from the county library tax. 
This is the meanest kind of tax-avoidance, and 
it comes with poor grace from a city with so 
many wealthy residents. We hope the voters of 
Ladue administer a sharp rebuke to their city 
administration by rejecting the Ladue tax and 
supporting the county tax. . 

Across the River. East St. Louis tomorrow 
has the opportunity to throw off the McGlynn- 
Connors-English machine, which so long has 
overburdened the industrial East Side with cor- 
rupt and inefficient government. 

Much depends on whether East St. Louis Ne- 
groes, who account for 30 per cent of the votes, 
succumb again to the cheap charm of a wide- 
open policy racket and the flattery of having a 
few places on the city and levee board payroll. 
The Negro voters must weigh these things, which 
actually, of course, are disadvantages to them- 
selves and the city, against the promise of the 
Independent ticket to provide better schools, 
parks, libraries and public sanitation,

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To Protect Our Water Business 

Financing a part of the city’s deficit by tak- 
ing water revenues for the general fund was 
a bad suggestion, and the revenue section of the 
Citizens’ Tax Commission has wisely rejected it. 

One reason was given by Tom K. Smith, who 
knows the Water Department from having 
helped unscramble its accounting from the city’s 
general accounting. He said that there really 
isn’t a surplus, because it will all be needed 
to finance projected improvements. 

Probably he is right. It can never be proved 
either way until the department adopts depre- 
ciation accounting, as it should, Separate ac- 
counts was a first step toward a businesslike 
operation. Until depreciation accounting is 
adopted, however, we cannot know how our 
water system stands in the sense that, say, Union 
Electric knows its own financial condition. 

Another reason was given by Utilities Direc- 
tor Harry C. Brockhoff: “Any excess in water 
revenue should be returned to the consumer.” 
Nearly everyone pays both taxes and water 
rates but rarely in the same proportion. Exces- 
sive rates to finance other government purposes 
would thus wrongfully benefit some taxpayers at 
the expense of others. : 

In an abundant American experience, divert- 
ing municipal utility revenue has led to two 
evils, Influential taxpayers have kept the rates 
too high so as to lighten their own taxes. Mu- 
nicipal governments have operated wastefully 
because drawing on utility funds provides 
money the citizens have not voted and rarely 
even know about. Revenue diversion, more than 
anything else, caused the revolution against mu- 
nicipal ownership in the 1920s. It has come back 
into good repute where, as in the cities which 
distribute TVA electricity, local governments 
have renounved the ever-present temptation. 

Rather than slip backward, St. Louis should 
go further to put its one utility operation on a 


strietly-business basis, which means first and 
always to protect it from the eager hands of 
revenue-hunters, 


Gov. Green and Director Medill 
No one can question for a moment who is re- 
sponsible for the loss of 111 lives in the Centra- 


lla Coal Co, mine at Wamac, III., after reading 
the Post-Dispatch interview with Driscoll Scan- 


lan, mine inspector, today, 

The men primarily responsible are Robert M. 
Medill, Illinois State Director of Mines, and the 
Governor who appointed him, and who failed to 
require him to enforce the law, Dwight H. Green. 

After completing the removal of the bodies of 
the victims yesterday, Inspector Scanlan, who 
courageously led the rescue work under condi- 
tions of extreme hazard, told the whole sordid 
story of the Green Administration’s undercut- 
ting of its mine inspection service by making 
it a campaign shakedown force in the coal fields. 

Inspector Scanlan objected to this prostitu- 
tion of the inspection staff as placing the De- 
partment of Mines under obligation to the favor- 
buying coal operators and making it even more 
difficult to obtain compliance with IIlinois's 
model mine safety law. 

Even though he was part of a political setup, 


' Driscoll Scanlan protested at compromising his 


work as an inspector, in which the miners had 
confidence, with the political shakedown, When 
Director Medill called the inspectors to Spring- 
field and told them the department’s quota was 
$25,000, Scanlan rebelled. He pleaded the cause 
of safety, as the union had done nearly a year 
earlier personally to Gov. Green. 

That didn’t move. Director Medill, any more 
than thé miners’ letter—the letter from the mine 
dead-to-be—moved Gov. Green. Medill told In- 
spector Scanlan he was “just too damned hon- 
est.” Still Inspector Scanlan would not take 
part in the shakedown. 

All his efforts to have the mine closed were 
compromised the same way. He told the Post- 
Dispatch that he repeatedly asked Medill’s de- 
partment to close the mine and that the depart- 
ment would not back him up. He said that in 
1945 he went out of his district to see Medill at 
Belleville and told the director there would be 
an explosion if the mine was not closed. Medill, 
he said, told him that “we'll just have to take 
that chance.” 

That chance was taken and as a result 111 
funerals ate being held in Centralia, Wamac and 
Sandoval. 

This is not to palliate, in. any ‘gense, the op- 
erators of the Centralia Coal Co, or the Federal 
Coal Mines Administrator who failed to do their 
duty in enforcing safety regulations. But no oth- 
er failures elsewhere can relieve Gov. Green and 
Director Medill of their responsibility.

And his Director of Mines 
told Inspector Scanlon he was “just too damned 
honest”!

As Selective Service Ends 


Selective Service’s expiration at midnight to- 
night is a piece of utter unrealism. When it was 
enacted six and a half years ago, Britain was still 
relatively strong and still leading the effort to 
re-establish the same peaceful order the United 
States wanted to re-establish. Now that Britain 
is drastically weaker and the burden of leader- 
ship has fallen on the United States, this coun- 
try is assuming the greatest responsibilities it 
has ever known for the maintenance of world 
peace. Can we do it as a weaker nation than we 
were when England led? Obviously not. 

The strong doctrine which President Truman 
spoke to the world March 12 will take a strong 
nation to back it up. Our nation can be strong 
only with a strong force of men ready to enforce 
our policies. However close voluntary enlist- 
ment has come to filling the demands for man 
~~ it is doubtful if it will come close enough 

to supplying the forces for the policy to which 
the President has just committed us. 

As Chief of Staff—now Secretary of State— 
Marshall said two years ago: “We are now con- 
cerned with the peace of the entire world. And 
the peace can only be maintained by the strong.” 
In some form, selective service is undoubtedly 
going to have to be re-established and the coun- 
try is going to have to set up a system of uni- 
versal wea too. 
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How The Wind Blows 


Any cheers over the “master plan” ordinance 
should be in a whisper. It will work only as effec- 
tively as the Aldermen let it, and it is plain that 
they do not mean to let it work effectively at all. 
Otherwise they would not have been so ready to 
give it a unanimous vote, which is ordinarily re- 
served only for such plan-smashing business as 
spot-zoning. 

The Aldermen had been urged to require a 
two-thirds majority among themselves before 
making detailed changes in the Plan Commis- 
sion’s decisions. “If we are going to have a plan 
at all,” Chairman Joseph A. McClain argued, “we 
can’t afford to fave it eroded away bit by bit.” 
The Aldermen could not legally waive the right 
to junk the whole plan by simple majority, but 
it was entirely reasonable that they should adopt 
the self-restraining two-thirds on piecemeal al- 
terations. But they would have none of that. 
They passed the ordinance only after making 
the simple majority apply on every detail. 

That shows how the wind blows. And, in fact, 
there is no reason to believe that even a two- 
thirds rule would halt undue Aldermanic med- 
dling. Time after time, the board has run 
questionable spot-zoning bills over the commis- 
sion’s opposition and the Mayor's veto by mar- 
gins of 5-to-1 and 6-to-1. That fact, and the fact 
that the Aldermen also play petty patronage 
politics with such administrative matters as the 
location Of traffic signals, is why one cannot 
reasonably believe that any plan ordinance this 
board will accept can amount to much in action. 

Of course, one could still get a pleasant sur- 
prise. But it isn't likely to happen unless the 
good-natured, politically apathetic majority of 
St. Louisans first become interested and more 
than a little angry on the subject of planning, 
and give the Aldermen themselves a surprise.

ganda, writer says; thinks this may build backfire under labor; it 
encourages strikes for impossible objectives; says it is time CIO 


grew up to its stature; AFL accuses it of “irresponsible policy.”

The CIO is playing with statistics, which 
is another way of saying that the CIO is 
building up a backfire. 


The CIO gets out a monthly pamphlet 
called Economic Outlook. On the back 
page of its December issue appeared a 
down-to-the-worker cartoon, which showed 
a man, a CIO button in his cap, explaining 
to another worker that “labor cost is just 
a small part of the value of a finished 
product—about 16.6 per cent, or less than 
one sixth on all manufacturing. 8 — 
tion: American in- 
dustry can grant a 
25 per cent wage in- 
crease “without fur- 
ther inflationary 
price rises.” To do 
that, prices would 
have to go up only 
about 4 per cent. 


The story in that 
cartoon is distinctly 
half truth, and that 
is giving the CIO the 
benefit of the doubt, 
percentage-wise. ö 

It's true that fac- oe ee 
tory pay rolls run to Philip Murray 
only about 16 per cent of the selling price 
of goods sold, But that makes a glaring 
omission. What about the materials and 
supplies, ‘the coal and electrical energy, and 
the transportation that go into producing 
the finished product? Does not labor go 
into them? Does not labor constitute 60 
per cent of the price of coal at the mine? 


A Deliberate Omission 


All told, labor costs in the American 
economy run to 80 or 85 per cent of every 
dollar the consumer spends on production 
and distribution—and not, as the CIO would 
impress On its members, only 16 per cent. 


It’s hard to believe that the CIO omission 
is undeliberate, It occurs too often and 
too skillfully. The United Electrical, Ra- 
dio and Machine Workers of America has 
a film called Deadline for Action.” The film 
is shown to labor groups at every oppor- 
tunity. It’s worth seeing, both as a tech- 
nical tour de force and as a masterful piece 
of propaganda, There's no doubt about this 
job—it was not done by amateurs. But 
there might be some doubt about whether 
it was made in America. 


One shot sets the tone for the picture. It 
shows a refrigerator—white, gleaming and 
inviting. But the price: it's $169. And of 
that price, the picture shows, so much goes 
for materials purchased, so much for de- 
preciation, so much for wholesaling and 
retailing, and so much for profits, What's 
left? Only $17.40 for wages. 


What Is the Purpose? 


Again the apparent implication is clear: 
Labor gets a bare 10 per cent of the selling 
price. And perhaps it’s more than a coin- 
cidence that this film was manufactured by 
a union which has been torn by factional 
atrife, 


Buch CIO propaganda has the AFL wor- 
ried. It builds a backfire under the entire 
United States labor movement. Suppose 
AFL workers become convinced that big 
wage boosts are to be obtained—poof!—just 
like that. That puts the heat on AF'L la- 
bor leaders. 


So the AFL, to counter what it calls 
CIO’s “irresponsible policy,” blasts out in 
its Monthly Survey: “The CIO formula is 
clearly not intended to promote genuine 
collective bargaining. What, then, is the 
purpose? Is it to cause industrial strife, 
chaos or unemployment? Or does it seek 
to stir up workers to demand Government 
control and regimentation? Communist 
policies would explain such tactics." 


Suppose we leave Communism out of it. 
Suppose we take the CIO tactic at its face 
value. What then? 


Clearly Philip Murray and other CIO 
leaders cannot hope to fulfill the promises 
the CIO propagandists are making. There 


oa ' gimply isn’t the profit margin they say 


there is. And when they fail to deliver, 
they presumably will turn around in self- 
defense and rail against the recalcitrance, 
the stubbornness of management. 


Danger to Bargaining 


Then what happens? The worker becomes 
aggrieved against management. He be- 
comes aggrieved against the leaders who 
failed to deliver. So, to appease the work- 
er and to stay in power, the labor leader 
makes rasher and rasher promises.

Result: As the AFL suggests, collective 
bargaining is made more difficult. 


As head of the CIO, Philip Murray ought 
to be a big enough man to realize that his 
organization conceivably could become the 
victim of its own backfire.

LOW-COST LIFE INSURANCE 
From the New York Herald Tribune. 

The proposal to increase the limit on sav- 
ings bank life insurance to $5000 a year 
from $3000 has just received powerful sup- 
port in the form of indorsements from the 
State Banking and Insurance Departments. 
The banks have argued that the value of 
the dollar has declined and income has 
generally increased since this low-cost over- 
the-counter insurance was inaugurated in 
New York in 1938, and that there is thus 
an increased need, 


In this reasoning the banks are upheld 
as well in their contention that the higher 
limit is calculated to bring lower operating 
costs and a further decrease in rates. The 
Insurance Department makes the further 
point that objections have been examined 
and found “without substance.” 


Savings bank life insurance has proven 
itself. Fifty-eight banks now have 75,000 
policies in this state and have a solid rec- 
ord of satisfactory performance. Largely be- 
cause the banks use no agents, the cost of 
this type of life insurance is lower than 


that offered by the old-line companies. The’ 


need has been established and the argu- 
ment for increasing the limit on individual 
policies is sound.

Mourn My Betrothed 


THE TRIAL OF SOREN OVIST, by Janet Lewis. (Double 
day & Co., Inc., Garden City, New York.) 
With the inflexible measures of a Greek 
tragedy, this short novel unfolds the story 
of a good man who died through treacherm 


In the year 1646, Niels Bruus, a one- 
armed beggar and former soldier, returns 
to his native Jutland to claim the estate of 
his brother, Morten Bruus, the villain who 
has recently died peacefully in his bed. 
Since Niels was commonly supposed to be 
dead—the victim of the wrath of Soren 
Qvist—the judge who had sentenced his 
“murderer” to be beheaded is called in.

At this point, the story really begins, and 
the remainder of the book is occupied with 
events which took place in the year 1628. 
Pastor Qvist, so good that his kindness is 
legendary; Anna, his daughter, and Vibeke, 
their housekeeper, are presented in the days 
of their greatest happiness. 

Anna has just become engaged to young 
Judge Tryg Thorwaldsen when Morten 
Bruus sends his brother, Niels, to work for 
Pastor Qvist and to taunt the good man 
with his idleness and insolence. Morten’s 
plan is not immediately evident, but the re- 
sults of it have already been made known 
to the reader in the passage dealing with 
the return of Niels. 

Qvist has one great weakness, the ungow 
ernable anger which sometimes takes con- 
trol of him. Finally goaded into atriking 
Niels with a spade, Qvist is trapped into 
confessing the murder of his worthless 
servant, who, but little damaged, has run 
away to join Wallenstein’s army. 


> * * 


The rest of the book tells the grief which 
this treachery brings to Qvist, his family 
and their friends.“ Only the evil Morten 
Bruus appears to be untouched by the an- 
guish which his plot has wrought. 


“The Trial” is beautifully written, with 
an attention to style that is rare. Not that 
the style intrudes itself into the narrative— 
far from it. Miss Lewis has dealt master- 
fully with the story which she has to tell, 
guiding it always with a sure and firm 
touch that can result only from deep re- 
spect for the language which is her medium. 
Admirers of her earlier novel, “Against a 
Darkening Sky,” will not be disappointed 
in this latest work, H. C. COMBS. 


Romance in Mexico 


THE RAVAGER, by David Lord. (Frederick Fell, loc., 

New York.) 

In a prose as elementary as the simple, 
earthy characters, this novel tells of a 
tough hombre who wants to “liberate” Mex- 
ico and give it to the girl of his heart.

I submit that this division in 
the legal status of Communists is 
legal confusion; for if it is not an 
offense for an American citizen 
to be or become a member of the 
Communist party, why bar a 
would-be American citizen for 
having joined the party and move- 
ment elsewhere? 


The Loyalty Tests. 


It is the more logical because 
of the very fact that the Interna- 
tional Communist party is a high- 
ly disciplined, centrally guided 
organization. 

Mr. Eisler, who was a Commu- 
nist in Germany, is not out of 
harmony with his fellow Commu- 
nists here. They are neither bet- 
ter nor worse than he. Had he 
decided to begin his Communist 
career in the United States, after 
entrance, he would be in no legal 
trouble. 

We do legally discriminate, 
therefore, against members of the 
Communist party. But the dis- 
crimination has been anti-alien 
rather than anti-Communist. 

Now comes resident Truman’s 
demand for loyalty tests for pub- 
lic officials.

Modern Technique. 


The grounds for suppressing it 
are not that it seeks to subvert 
the state by violence.

Britain Isn't Buried Yet 


ROM England comes a letter charged with indignation at 


American commentators who 


write about Britain's “dying em- 


pire.” It is from a woman in Coventry who says, “Publish my 
letter and show that you have that much democracy left anyway.” 


She suggests that the United 


States is trying to kill the British 
Empire—which will sound strange 
to Americans who are attempting 


to face up to re- 3 
sponsibilities be- 
ing dropped in 
the American 
lap. She con- 
tinues: 

“Your surplus 
Ships are not 


sold to us 

cause our trade 
might interfere 
with yours, The 
prices of our 7 - | 
food are pushed 2 

up to the limit. King George.

which we simply loathed having 
to ask for anyway. If the Biitish 
Empire does die, it will be largely 
the fault of the United States, and 
don't kid yourselves we don't know 
that. 

“I am married to a New Zealand- 
er and am in a position to know 
that most of the people in our 
dominions are our own flesh and 
blood. The British Empire is a 
fine example of unity and democ- 
racy, which is more than can be 
said for the United States. If 
the British Empire does die, Brit- 
ain will still be a great nation, al- 
ways, until the end of the world, 
because her people are great and 
always will be. 


Premature Funeral. 


“They are not soft, luxury-fed 
rs, but hard and tough, 
kind-hearted, long-enduring. We 
have been in worse ‘spots’ than 
this before, my friend, and we 
still survive. It would never oc- 
cur to us to give in under any 
circumstances. So ghut your trap, 
because there’s life in the old dog 
yet and you'd be surprised how 
much.” 

If the letter is somewhat violent, 
reflecting perhaps e influence 
of GI slang, the point is never- 
theless well taken. Funeral ora- 
tions over the British Empire are 
premature, even though the news 
out of England continues in terms 
of disaster apd calamity. Import- 
ant to remember is the fact that 
British policy-fhakers have tra- 
ditionally shown great ingenuity 
and perseverance in developing al- 
ternatives.

the same moment. 

In foreign policy the outlines 
of an alternative are clearly evi- 
dent. The left wing of the British 
Labor party will be critically 
watchful of the moves we make 
in Greece and Turkey. The Lon- 
don Daily Herald, largest Labor’ 
paper, began taking an admon- 
itory tone from the first, even 
though the Labor Government had 
asked. the United States to give 
help to Greece and Turkey. 


Too Early for the Count. 

If we should fail in ‘our en- 
deavor in Greece, these left-wing 
Laborites could then be expected 
to enforce their alternative. That 
alternative would mean close co- 
operation with Russia rather than 
with this country. It would mean 
that Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin would be out and his pol- 
icies reversed. 

We ought to face up to that 
fact in taking the risk—and it is 
a big risk—in Greece. We should 
not be shocked at the idea that 
Britain does have an alternative. 
We ourselves should think in 
terms of alternatives. 

British Minister of Agriculture 
Thomas Williams calls the floods 
in England “a disaster of the 
first magnitude.” Britain's for- 
eign-exchange position is probably 
even worse than it appears on the 
surface. But it is much too early 
to count Britain out as a power 
and an empire.

Chicago won the most recent 
game, taking advantage of the 
absence of Bob Doll, St. Louis 
center who was injured at the 
time. Without the sterling 6-foot 
S-inch defensive star to shackle 
tall timber Chuck Halbert, the 
Stags’ 610 pivot man, Chicago’s 
one-two punch functioned at will. 
Halbert poured through 23 points 
and clever 20-year-old Max Zas- 
lofsky, the youngest player in the 
B.A.A. and its fourth-highest in- 
dividual scorer, tallied 32. 

Blow Four-Game Lead. 

That 98-to-86 victory swept Chi- 
eago into first place past slumping 
St. Louis, which had blown a 
four-game lead held midway in 
the season.

He told the Senate that rejec- 


tion or delay pending further in- 


vestigation “would result in a con- 
siderable loss of time and we 
haven’t much time to spare,” he 
said: 

“The damage to the morale of 
the scientists working in the 
atomic project directly and co-op- 
erating with it on the outside 
would be tremendous.” 

For FBI Inquires in Future. 

Knowland said he is introducing 
a bill to amend the Atomic Ener- 
gy Act to require that any future 
yp ga be investigated by the 

deral ‘Bureau of Investigation 
before being submitted to the Sen- 
ate for confirmation. Senator 
Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, has proposed 
that action on Lilienthal be de- 
layed pending an FBI investiga- 
tion. 

Knowland said Lilienthal and 
his fellow-commissioners “are not 
Communist or Communist sympa- 
thizers—they are patriotic Ameri- 
can citizens.” He added that 
„most if not all,“ of the secrets 
of the atomic bomb project al- 
ready are in the hands of these 
commissionérs. 

Estimating that within two to 
10 years other nations will have 
atomic energy, Knowland said: 

“Once other nations have devel- 
oped this source of power and this 
weapon of destruction, neither we 
nor our children will have any 
real tranquility.” 

Senator Cain’s Position. 

Senator Cain (Rep.), Washing- 
ton, said that confirmation of 
Lilienthal would leave the nation 
“confused.” He urged the Pre&i- 
dent to withdraw the nomination. 

Representative Jenkins (Rep.), 
onto, introduced legislation in the 
House today to place control of 
domestic atomic energy develop- 
ment in the hands of a board head- 
ed by the Secretary of State. 
Other members would be the Sec- 
retaries of War and Navy, and 
two persons to be appointed by 
the President and .confirmed by 
the Senate. 

The board would replace the ex- 
isting commission.

MODEL TO SPEND 
$40,000 BEQUEST BY 
THAW ON CHILDREN 
Miss Moody Still a Bit Con- 


fused, Says She Met Him 
Only Once. 


PHILADELPHIA, Match 31 
(AP)—Blonde Ethel May Moody 
still was a bit confused today as 
she tried to find a reason for a 
$40,000 trust willed her by Harry 
K. Thaw, late millionaire playboy 
whom she said she met only once, 

Miss Moody — crowned Miss 
Philadelphia in 1929 and now a 
model —.had recovered somewhat 
from her initial, “I don't believe 


it’, statement. Her meeting with 


the unpredictable Thaw, she said, 
occurred at the Waldorf Astoria 
hotel in New York, in 1928. 

“It was a dinner or birthday 
party and I don’t remember if we 
were formally introduced. Harry 
K. Thaw was sitting at the table 
across from me. It seems to me it 
was one of those how-do-you-do 
meetings and that was all. I have 
never spoken to him since,” 

Thaw, who died at his Miami 
Beach home Feb. 22 at the age of 
76, left Miss Moody the largest 
single monetary bequest, he left 
$10,000 to his former wife, Evelyn 
Nesbitt, for whom he shot and 
killed architect Stanford White. 

“I'm going to begin to live now,” 
Miss Moody said. “I'll buy a lot 
of clothing for my children— 
Sonya, 12, and Harry, 8, children 
by a 1932 marriage—and give them 
luxuries they have been denied 
and an education.” Miss Moody 
reassumed her maiden name after 
divorcing Solomon Ginsberg three 
years ago. 


INQUEST INTO DEATH OF MINER

Lee Smith, purchasing agent for 
the mine, who told authorities he 
fired at North when North ad- 
vanced toward him, 

Deputy Sheriff Gomer Williams 
quoted Smith as saying he or- 
dered North off the mine proper- 
ty in the afternoon, after the 
mine had closed. Several hours 
later, Smith said, North returned, 
and again was ordered to leave. 
One bullet entered North’s shoul- 
der and lodged in his neck. He 
was 42 years old. Smith lives on 
the mine property. 


BLASTS FIRE HAIFA OIL TANKS 
AS BRITISH RESCUE REFUGEES 


JERUSALEM, March 31 (Ap) 
Black smoke towered thousands of 
feet over Haifa today from oil 
fires set by explosions last night 
while the British were rescuing 
1570 Jewish refugees aboard a 
rotten, foundering schooner built 
70 years ago. 

Company technicians estimated 
the damage at about $4,000,000, but 
said the, fires in the oil installa- 
tions along the Haifa waterfronts 
might continue several days. 
Earlier unofficial estimates were 
that the damage might approxi- 
mate $16,000,000. 

British destroyers went to the 
aid of the old schooner San Felipe, 
renamed the Moledeth (Father- 
land), yesterday when the vessel, 
30 miles off the Palestine coast, 
sent out a distress message. It 
was found to be taking in water 
rapidly and listing dangerously. 

One British destroye. took 
aboard 400 of the unauthorized 
Jewish immigrants from the San 
Felipe, which has normal passen- 
ger accommodations for 30 pas- 
sengers, and another destroyer 
took aboard 350. 

Today, the refugees were trans- 
ferred to the British transports 
Empire Rival and Ocean Vigour 
and hedded to detention camps on 
Cyprus, 
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NEW YORK, March 31 (AP) — 
Eugene Dennis, general secretary 
of the United States Communist 
party, said yesterday that hear- 
ings on Communism before the 
House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee disclosed the existence of a 
“Hitler-like conspiracy aimed at 
nullifying the Bill of Rights for 
the entire American people.” 

Dennis, described by members 
of the committee as a draft dodger 
and bail jumper, told a Communist- 
inspired mass meeting that the 
hearings “reveal and re-emphasize 
that there is a sinister political 
conspiracy” which, he asserted, 
was directed at trade unionists 
and the Communist party. 

The Communist official was 
subpenaed by the committee for 
further inquiry in Washington 
April 9 after his refusal to an- 
swer questions about his name 
and place of birth at hearings last 
Thursday. He had appeared at 
his own request. 

Dennis, described by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation Chief J. 
Edgar Hoover as a man of many 
aliases, said that “more than one 
prominent American has used an 
alias or two,” saying that more 
important than a name was “that 
which a man stands for and what 
he does.” He said he was born 
Francis Waldron in Seattle, 
Wash., 42 years ago of frish-Nor- 
wegian ancestry. 

“But,” he said, “TIT am known 
as Eugene Dennis. That's a name 
that I gave to myself nearly 15 
years ago and a name that I try 
to honor by my activity as a Com- 
munist.” 


Anti-Fascist Refugee Group In- 
dicted for Contempt. 
WASHINGTON, March 31 (UP) 
—A federal grand jury today in- 
dicted the Joint Anti-Fascist Refu- 
gee Committee of New York for 
contempt of Congress and with 
conspiracy to prevent the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee from gaining access to its 
records, The indictment charges 
all members of the group with 
failure to produce records before 

Congress last April. 

Members include novelist How- 
ard Fast. Edward Barsky is presi- 
dent of the organization. The 
group was said to have paid room 
and board bills of Gerhart Eisler, 
admitted Communist now under 
indictment for contempt of Con- 


gress, Congressmen have described | 


the organization as a Communist 
front. 

It convicted, refugee group 
members face two years in jail, 
and a $10,000 fine each for con- 
spiracy and one year in jail and 
$1000 for contempt. 

The grand jury indicted also 
Richard Morford of the National 
Council of Soviet;American 
Friendship, Inc., and* George Mar- 
shall of the National Federation 
for Constitutional Liberties for 
contempt of Congress growing out 
of the same case, Those organiza- 
tions also have been described as 
parts of the Communist front. 

Earlier the War Department an- 
nounced it had been purging its 
civilian and military ranks of 
Communists for nearly two years. 

An official said a vigorous 
clean-up drive was started shortly 
after V-J day and that the pro- 
gram has been expanded greatly 
as a result of President Truman's 
week-old order to rid the federal 
payroll of subversives.

Demonstration Closes 3-Day 
Convention of Reserve 
Officers. 


Navy and Marine Air Organized 
Reserve pilots handled 32 military 
aircraft in a> demonstration of 


group tactics and a simulated at- 


ijtack on the Naval Air Station, 


Lambert-St. Louis Field yesterday. 
The exhibition closed the three- 
day national convention of the 
Reserve Officers of the Naval 
Services. 

During the simulated attack on 
the field, a Navy airplane, painted 
to resemble a Japanese Zero fight- 
er, was “shot down” in a dog 
fight. The pilot of the enemy 
fighter 7 age gy a smoke pot to 
indicate to the 600 spectators that 
his plane was burning and that 
he was parachuting to safety. 

Jock Sutherland, a suadron 
commander in the Navy’ s Air Or- 
ganized Reserve and a pilot for 
McDonnell Aircraft Corporation, 
demonstrated tactics and speeds 


twin-jetted, carrier-based fighter, 
known also as the “Phantom.” 

The plane was flown, at times, 
at an altitude of about 150 feet 
over the Air Station. Lt. Comdr. 
Bart Slattery, Navy public rela- 
tions officer, said the Phantom at- 
tained speeds estimated to be 
more than 500 miles an hour, 

The show ended when the alr- 
craft passed over the Air Station 
in parade formation, then exe- 
cuted a maneuver designed to get 
large numbers of planes landed 
on a carrier’s deck.

Her activities range 
from handling her husband's mail and reading 
him the Russian newspapers—she speaks Rus- 
sian and English in addition to French—to dis- 
cussing conference matters with him before and 
after big-four meetings. 

Then, in her spare time, she is investigating 
Moscow. The Russian capital’s big central mar- 
ket—a free market where peasants can bring 
their surplus farm products and sell them with- 
out ration coupons for whatever the public will 
pay—she finds most interesting. She said she 
was much impressed by the high prices. Eggs 
were 10 rubles each; cabbages cost 30; black 
bread (2 rubles, 40 kopecks on ration), 30 a 
kilogram. 

(Note: A ruble is officially quoted at about 
five to the dollar; its diplomatic rate is 12 to §1. 

A kilogram is about two and one-fifth pounds.—

a little better job of enforcing 
safety measures than the state 
governments have done in the 
past. But even if the enforce- 
ment in both cases had been ex- 
cellent, I think it is only fair to 
recognize that the United States 
Bureau of Mines in all probability 
has never had a sufficient appro- 
priatiotn to make the number of 
inspections necessary to check on 
whether their recommendations 
had been carried out. 

This is something which the 
people of the mining states should 
bring to the attention of their rep- 
resentatives in Congress, since the 
Bureau of Mines gets its appro- 
priation from Congress. I see that 
Mr. Lewis has protested the nomi- 
nation of the head of that bureau. 
I know nothing about the gentle- 
man in question, but I believe 
that some attention should’ be 
given to the competence of any 
man entrusted with the lives of 
so many men in an essential in- 
dustry. The men themselves, or 
their representatives, should prob- 
ably be consulted and be con- 


vinced of the efficiency of the 
appointee.

WHEN I WAS in California, a 
group of young veterans came to 
see me who were studying city 
government, and I was told of the 
Coro Foundation, which had been 
established in San Fr o with 
the object of educati men to 
administer city affairs.

‘Work Is Art Modernists' Reply to Critics’ 


So Believes Fred ey of Washin gton U.—"Much Criticism Completely Uninformed." 


By Philip Pierce 


VERY time some distinguished 
E government official, pundit, 

scientist or ex-cowboy delivers 
himself of a weighty indictment of 
modern art along the line, “It 
ain’t art, it’s baloney,” Fred Con- 
way, the Washington University 
Art School instructor, heads for 
the nearest bar and downs a few 
quick ones. 

After toying with the third 
drink, the surface of which comes 
to reflect the face of Picasso, Con- 
way feels something like a turning 
worm, Then he scribbles on an old 
envelope, “A etter to the Philis- 
tines,” which, he confesses, reads 
something like this: 

“Frankly, I think local, state 
and federal governments at pres- 
ent employ more masters of un- 
adulterated baloney than are 
numbered among all the genera- 


po 

“There is, of course, more ba- 
loney in modern painting than in 
modern science, but who

clative we all would be if they 


knew what they were talking 


about.” 

At that point, Conway crumples 
the envelope, goes over to his 
Washington University studio and 
works on a painting until 2 a.m. 
or thereabouts. Work, he figures, 
is the modernist’s ultimate answer 
to his critics, He's fairly certain 
that he'll never live to hear that 
answer universally accepted, but 
he consoles himself with the 
thought that Rembranct died in 
poverty, El Greco was said to have 
bad sight, Cezanne and others too 
numerous to mention were called 
crazy. Conway is confident that 
posterity will understand and ac- 
cept the great moderns as vital 
contributors to the never-ending 
stream of art. 

Conway, whose cubistic “Green 


Bird” is owned by the St. Louis. 


Art Museum, isn’t really cross 
about the criticism. Much of it he 
thinks is funny because it’s so 
completely uninformed, A large 
part, he believes, igs properly ad- 
ministered—usually for the wrong 
reasons—to legions of phony imi- 
tators of the authentic moderns. 

Nevertheless, he’s somewhat 
fearful that criticism and even 
deep anger against the artists 
might result in restriction of their 
freedom, as well as discourage 
young artists. Fortunately, all of 
the attention given modern: art 
has mode it a really flourishing if 
unremunerative enterprise here, he 
believes. 

As for the tumult and the laugh- 
ter, Conway forgets it. He thinks 
that posterity—if any—will study 
the great moderns and get a pretty 
fair idea of the disorganization, 
the tenseness, struggles and quest- 
ing of our age. 

“So you want to know what 
modern art is,” he asked one night 


recently at his Washington Uni-. 


versity studio. That's refreshing. 
Most people prefer to talk about 
it,” he laughed, 

“In brief,” he said, “it repre- 
sents a revolt against the late 
past. It started as a rebellion

And strangely enough, in a very 
large sense much of it wasn’t 
modern at all, but a reversion to 
the earliest painting of all—the 
Egyptian, Byzantine, and the early 
Italian Giotto.

The 
artists felt that the older flat 
forms were more powerful, simple, 
and final than the rounded imita- 
tion of life style. 

Conway chuckled. “And do you 
now what has happened?” he de- 
manded. “This revolt, which was 
based on the theory that there 
whould be no ‘Academy,’ that each 


artist should speak his own lan- 
guage, has become an ‘Academy’ 
of its own. The very men who 
initiated the revolt are being aped 
by imitators. Neat bit of irony,

é6é OU see in art,” he went on, 
* “the idea is to put some- 
thing on canvas that is in- 
disputably the artist's own, some- 
thing that tells what he sees in 
life. Modern painters paint scenes 
and men in all their complexity. 
To do that the painters, particu- 
larly the abstractionists, preject 
many angles of their view in the 
painting. They feel that is per- 
haps one 84 * major ways to 
completely ‘see’ a scene or even 
an individual. That is a colossal 
task, for no painters in history 
have consciously set themselves 


to paint the special qualities of 


age. 

“One of these qualities may well 
be a tendency to schizophrenia. A 
doctor I know claims that a large 
number of modern artists suffer 
from that disease. That’s far too 
neat to be accurate. What has 
happened is that many painters 
are using a wholly subjective ap- 
proach to best illustrate the dis- 
onganization of the period. That is 
why you may see a head here, an 
arm there, and so on. If that is 
the way the painter—again, man’s 
most sensitive mirror — has been 
forced by events to view modern 
life, then it would be wise indeed 
for us to go to the root of the 
trouble in man himself and not 
in the painters. 

“Of course people will say, 
‘Rembrandt didn’t do it that way. 
He was remarkably simple and he 
expressed his age and its people.’ 
True enough, but Rembrandt's 
age was a comparatively static 
and simple period. Painting prob-

“Today if I try to paint Grand 
and Olive streets at night I am 
besieged by a wealth of impres- 
sions from the lights, the hurry- 
ing and tense crowds, the street 
cars, the noise. I must use an 
over-all, concentrated style to re- 
cord the total impact and feeling 
of the scene. To do that I may 
use cubistic and abstractionist 
means which I feel are the best to 
show the rhythm, the space, the 
lights, and tense movements of 
the place. If I'm successful the 
impact on the talented observer is 
like a bolt of lightning. For a 
moment he he may see our age 


fiashlit in all its complexity, tense- 
ness, shoddiness and even terror.” 

Conway, who is 45 and studied 
in Paris in 1923 and 1924, 18 
over medium height and dresses 
with artistic looseness. He wears 
brown shirts touched off with gay 
foulard ties, corduroy trousers, 
and his long brown hair strays in 
disheveled fashion about his head. 

Virtually every waking hour he 
devotes to sketching, painting and 
thinking about his work. Like a 
good many of the Washington 
University teachers — many of 
them modernists—he spends long 
hours in the studio, even into the 
early morning. The paradox of 
that is, however, that these artists 
never know whether the painting 
will bring them a 2 


ONWAY, who during the in- 
C terview had been seated in a 

broken-down studio chair, got 
up and walked about the room 
scanning a number of student ef- 
forts. Suddenly he said, “About 70 
per cent of modern painting is 
junk. But that’s only because the 
paintings are imitations of the 
real thing.” 

He walked over to a large paint- 
ing. It was an abstraction, of a 
mandolin on a table. The paint- 
ing shaped up as a series of 
geometrical lines in varying shades 
of blue, gray and black. The 
mandolin could be ascertained—if 
pointed out—in the center along 
with a table and a few odd bolt- 
like images, 

Pointing to it, Conway said, 
“Maybe this painter had an idea, 
but the whole thing is done so 
loosely as to be merely a fraud. It 


completely lacks central organiza- 


tion and the tight integrated qual- 
ity that spells greatness. But 
there are too many faults to dis- 
cuss in this painting. 

“On the other hand consider the 
abstraction “Checkerboard” by 
Juan Gris at the Art Museum. 
That radiates from a central ob- 
ject, the checkerboard. It has 
depth and seems perfect in time 
and place. Do you know why that 
ig great and this one isn't? It’s 
because Gris's work, even though 
it was influenced by earlier art 
forms, is original and comes from 
his blood, Unfortunately, the un- 
informed spectator can’t tell the 
difference between the two. 

“One might ask at this point 
why our young artist doesn't paint 
a recognizable mandolin, a table 
and room. The painter tries to 
see these objects from many an- 
gles. A perfect reproduction— 
which usually isn’t very interest- 
ing—can be obtained by photo- 
graphing the scene. If our man 
were to succeed, the painting 
would have a breathtaking qual- 
ity, something like Lily Pons hit- 
ting E above High C. He would 
have given the world a new view 
of some perfectly commonplace 
objects, and made the scene ex- 
citing and mysterious. 

“Take Picasso's work. The depth, 
the placement, the tense and inte- 
grated quality—nothing out of 
place—makes one feel able to 
move around in the canvas. As 
for meaning, that’s something for 
the individual to puzzle out. Such 
paintings are a challenge to the 
viewer. Does anyone demand of 
Leonardo da Vinci an analysis of 
the cryptic smile of Mona Lisa? 
Anyway, it’s more fun to use 
your imagination.” 


“Do you think the current fu- 
rore against modern painting will 
force artists to change their tech- 
niques?” he was asked. 

“I like the hoopla,” Conway said, 
“because it kills off the sissies. 
The attacks won't stop the de- 
velopment of painting.

North’s leap to six hearts was 
decidedly ambitious. 

West opened the three . 
spades. Declarer carefully played 
dummy’s nine-spot, East had te 
part with the king, and South 
won. 

With no diamond in his own 
hand, declarer found himself se- 
riously handicapped for entries to 
dummy. Assuming that the heart 
finesse was right, it still would 
be necessary to throw one club 
on the diamond ace, to establish 
a second diamond honor for an- 
other discard, and finally to reach 
that established diamond. To do 
all this, the situation demanded 
that declarer risk leading a spade 
right back toward dummy’s jack. 
West won with the queen and 
promptly shifted to a club. 

Dummy’s ace won, and at this 
point care was required. Had de- 
clarér taken the heart finesse on 
the spot, East, by covering the 
nine, could have dafeated the con- 
tract. South was not careless, how. 
ever, He delayed playing trumps, 
preferring to lead the diamond 
ace, discarding a club, and then 
leading the diamond queen 
through East. East covered (had 
he not done so, declarer would 
have discarded his remaining 
club), and declarer ruffed. A spade 
then was led to the jack and the 
diamond jack was cashed, de- 
clarer discarding his last, 
Now the heart finesse was taken 
and it did not matter whether 
or not East covered the nine. 
As it happened, he didn’t, but the 
nine held and a second finesse 
permitted declarer to pick up the 
outstanding trumps. 

Without the excellent lay of 
cards found, and indeed, without 
the spade lead on West's part, the 
overbid contract could not have 
succeeded. 


It ig not advisable to fry, broil 
or panbroil pork chops because 
they are likely to get hard and 
dry in the time it takes to cook 
them well done.

The class copy it in their 
notebooks and the teacher asks 
that it be learned for recitation 
next Friday, checking on it daily, 
just before dismissal time, Class 
recital, reading together in con- 
cert, of a few lines of prose will, 
in time, add to the wealth of the 
pupils“ vocabulary, to their choice 


of words, to their appreciation of 
good reading. It will also add to 
their power of clear English 
speech, something greatly to be 
desired.

And While we are at it, let us 
cut out the swearing, the cursing, 
the misuse of the name of the 
Diety.

| SAILORS REPORT 


LIGHTS ON STERN 
OF BROKEN TANKER 


Flashes Seen While Towing 
Supposedly Deserted Half of 
Vessel Toward Hawaii, 


HONOLULU, March 31 (AP)— 
The sea-going tug ATF114 towed 
the stern section of the broken 
tanker Fort Dearborn, toward 
Pear] Harbor today after the Navy 
tug Lipan churned into port wich 
a log that told of flashing lights 
and opened portholes aboard the 
supposedly deserted half-ship. 

The tow line the Lipan had 
placed aboard the stern section 
broke Thursday and could not be 
replaced. The ATF114, 300 miles 
north of here, was not expected to 
arrive for another week. 

Lipan crewmen, speculating on 
the mysterious occurrences aboard 
the stern section, suggested some- 
one might be attempting to claim 


salvage on 4heTe nt, with its. 
valuable power plant and 1 oil. 
The section had been sear and 


reported empty. 

“We first saw lights about the 
fourth night after we took the 
stern in tow,” said Chief Warrant 
Boatswain Wesley D. Hoskins of 
Waukegan, III. 

“We saw a light every night 
after that — sometimes 10 or 15 
times a night,” added Chief Ship- 
fitter R. L. Bizler of Pawtucket, 
RI, “It seemed to travel around 
the hulk quite a bit.“ 

Thirty-two Dearborn crewmen 
were reacued from the separated 
bow and stern sections after the 
tanker broke in a March 12 storm 
approximately 1000 miles north 
west of Honolulu. Twelve others 
were believed dead; they tried te 
laun a lifeboat that later was 
found floating bottom up.
